25.—Thirty-five 
bodies 
of miners 
hnve been 
taken 
from the Cincinnati mine of the Mo- 
nongahela 
River Consolidated 
Coal 
and Coke company, a subsidiary of 
the Pittsburg Coal company, at Fin- 
leyville, the scene Wednesday of a 
disastrous 
explosion. 
Many 
other 
bodies, it is said, have been located, 
but the greatest difficulty is being en­ 
countered in finding means to con­ 
vey the bodies through the wreckage 
to the surface. 
Eighty minors are unaccounted for. 
These, with the thirty-five dead taken 
from the mine, bring the probable 
death list to 115. 
Hopes of relatives and friends that 
the missing men are living are being 
dissipated slowly. 
Rescuers are un­ 
able to reach the inner workings of 
the mine on account of gas fumes, wa­ 
ter and debris. 


Seventy-five Men Escape. 
It was announced by officials of the 
Pittsburg Coal company that 190 men 
entered the mine Wednesday morn­ 
ing. The officials stated that seventy- 
five men are known to have made their 
escape after the explosion. 
Of the thirty-five dead taken from 
the mine nineteen have been identi­ 
fied at the morgue 
in Monongahela 
City, four miles away, where all th • 
victims are being sent to be prepared 
for burial. 
The rescue workers from the United 
States bureau of mines and the squads 
maintained by the various coal com­ 
panies 
in 
the Monougahfda 
valley 
worked in an effort to penetrate the 
inner workings of the mine. 
The reticent attitude of both the 
rescuers and mine representatives has 
resulted in an absence of details. 
It 
has been ascertained, however, that 
the rescuerB have only been able to 
reach a j>oint one mile underground. 
T he mine is four miles in length.

SUFFERS TERRIBLE TORTURE 


Offiicials Bungle Hanging of Negro at 
Uniontown, Pa. 
Uuiontown, Pa.. April 25.—Due to 
bungling on the part 
of 
some one 
John Harris, a negro, condemned to 
death, was not executed with the hu­ 
manity that is supposed to character­ 
ize hanging. Harris was placed on the 
scaffold at the county jail here and 
when it was sprung the rope was 
about three feet too long. 
The vic­ 
tim fell to the ground beneath the 
scaffold and with the rope around his 
neck he landed on his knees, where 
he remained motionless 
for several 
minutes. 
It was thought that the drop had 
broken H arris’ neck until he started 
to rise to his feet. 
Then the sheriff 
and his deputies Jumped to the scaf­ 
fold pulled up H arris’ body by the 
rope until the feet were clear off the 
flooring. 
For 
eighteen 
minutes 
the 
con­ 
demned man struggled and twisted, 
his contortions evidencing the intense 
agony of strangling to death. 
Harris shot and killed another ne­ 
gro last May.

London, 
April 
25.—In 
diplomatic 
quarters in London the belief pre­ 
vailed that Montenegro would yield 
to the powers on the Scutari question 
and It was reported that Montenegro 
has made an informal suggestion re­ 
garding a new frontier line in this 
district, giving her territorial and oth­ 
er advantages, including possession of 
the town of Berdica and both banks 
of the Boyana river. 
The new frontier, which it is stated 
Montenegro has proposed, as compen­ 
sation for the loss of Scutari, would 
run northwest of Vraka, through Hoj> 
lik, to Kaldrum on I^ake Scutari. This 
slip of territory, although very moun­ 
tainous, is important to Montenegro, 
because it affords a natural road to 
Ipek, avoiding a great detour. 
From 
Berdica the line would run to the 
coast north of San Giovanni di Medua. 
According to the latest news Aus­ 
tria has not stipulated any time limit 
for the evacuation of Scutari. 
It is 
reported that Austria has an expedi­ 
tion of 60.000 men completely organ­ 
ized to coerce Montenegro, if neces­ 
sary. 
Serious pro-Montenegro dem onstra­ 
tions occurred among Austria's Slav 
subjects on the fall of Scutari at 
Prague, Acram and other cities. They

AUSTRIA ISSUES ULTIMATUM 


Demands That Montenegro Evacuate 
Scutari. 
Ixindon, April 25.—"Take Immedi­ 
ate combined action to turn the Mon­ 
tenegrins out of Scutari or we shall 
do it alone,” declared a circular note 
sent by the Austro-Hungarian govern­ 
ment to the powers. 
The note. It is 
said, is virtually an ultimatum. 
Austria-Hungary declares she can­ 
not permit the Montenegrins to fiout 
the decision of the great powers. The 
prestige of the European nations has 
been violated, nays the note, and Aus­ 
tria-Hungary demands that the pow­ 
ers decide promptly on the steps to he 
taken to restore that prestige, adding 
that if the powers should be unable to 
reach a speedy decision she will see 
to it herself that the will of Europe is 
respected and that the Montenegrins 
vacate Scutari.

In the future the system will he 
known as the division of postal sav­ 
ings. 
"Under the new arrangement,” said 
Mr. Burleson, "the operation of the 
system in conjunction with the other 
financial divisions of the department 
will not only avoid the duplication of 
similar work and make possible sub­ 
stantial economies in administration, 
but will open the way for important 
improvements nod extensions.

disastrous 
explosion. 
Many 
other 
bodies, it is said, have been located, 
but the greatest difficulty is being en­ 
countered in finding means to con­ 
vey the bodies through the wreckage 
to the surface. 
Eighty miners are unaccounted for. 
These, with the thirty-five dead taken 
from 
the mine, bring the probable 
death list to 115. 
Hopes of relatives and friends that 
the missing men are living are being 
dissipated slowly. 
Rescuers are un­ 
able to reach the inner workings of 
the mine on account of gas fumes, wa­ 
ter and debris. 


Seventy-five Men Escape. 


It was announced by officials of the 
Pittsburg Coal company that 190 men 
entered the mine Wednesday morn­ 
ing. 
The officials stated that seventy- 
five men are known to hav« made their 
escape after the explosion. 
Of the thirty-five dead taken from 
the mine nineteen have been identi­ 
fied at the morgue 
in Monongahela 
City, four miles away, where all the 
victim s are being sent to be prepared 
for burial. 
The rescue workers from the United 
States bureau of mines and the squads 
maintained by the various coal com­ 
panies 
in 
the Monongahela 
valley 
worked in an effort to penetrate the 
inner workings of the mine. 
The reticent attitude of both the 
rescuers and mine representatives has 
resulted in an absence of details.
